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Rank and file Catholics rally to support bishop

As the storm of controversy over Bishop 
Leo T. Maher’s recent pastoral letter on 
abortion continues in the public eye, an 
ever-growing wave of rank and file Catholic 
support for his position has gone largely 
uncovered in the secular media. 


Bishops, priests and laity, locally and 
across the nation, .have been rallying 
in constantly increasing numbers to back 
Bishop Maher in his condemnation of 
abortion and his edict denying the Eucharist 
to Catholics who publicly support pro-abor- 
tion positions. 

MEETING LAST WEEK the priests’ 
senate of the San Diego diocese unanimously 
supported the pastoral letter. 


In a resolution, passed without dissent, the 
senate said: “‘The Senate of Priests of the 
Diocese of San Diego wholeheartedly 
supports the bishop for his strong stand on 
the issue of abortion.’’ 


In a separate resolution, the priests asked 
the bishop for greater consultation on such 
matters, should the possibility arise again. 


THE RESOLUTION said that the priests’ 
senate “‘in its desire to be of assistance to the 
chief pastor, requests that this body, or other 
competent bodies, be consulted by the bishop 

“in the preparatory stages of a statement 
affecting the presbyterate, who are expected 
to proclaim and teach.”’ 

Meanwhile, Bishop Leo A. Pursley of the 
Fort Wayne-South Bend, Ind., diocese wrote’ 
in his diocesan newspaper, The Harmonizer, 
that Bishop Maher ‘‘acted in full consistency 
with the teaching of his Church and his 
pastoral obligation to the 512,000 Catholics of 
his diocese.’’ 


Bishop Pursley, along with Auxiliary 
Bishop John Ward of Los Angeles, was one of 
several bishops sending personal letters of 
support to Bishop Maher. . 


FOR THE LAST TWO weekends, the Right 
to Life Council of San Diego County has been 
collecting signatures to a statement support- 
ing the pastoral letter. 


The statement reads: ‘‘We the under- 
signed applaud the courage of Bishop Leo T. 
Maher for his recent statement concerning 
the Church’s teaching which protects 
innocent life and prohibits abortion. 


“We also agree with the measures to be 
taken in dealing with those who persist in 
calling themselves Catholics yet publicly 
support a pro-abortion position.’’

St. Columba’s parish, San Diego, Right to 
Life president, response to the signature 
appeal has been very good. 

*‘Although we won’t know final figures for 
another week, we already have about 3,000 
signatures from five parishes. It is very hard 
to say, but we expect about 20,000 signatures 
to the statement.”’ mm 


The signature drive was conducted in all 
parishes in San Diego County except three, 
she said. ‘‘The pastors of those parishes 
asked us not to come. They said they 
supported the bishop, but thought the 
signature campaign was unnecessary.”’ 


THE STATEMENT with the signatures 
will be bound in book form, and ‘“‘we will 
present it to the bishop on Friday, May 9,” 
Mrs. Smith said. 


Parishes, acting on their own initiative, 
have moved to back Bishop Maher. With 
their pastor, Msgr. George Rice, the people 


of Our Lady of Solitude parish, Palm Springs, 
signed a letter supporting the bishop as did 
Father Jerry Sims and the people of St. 
Jude’s Shrine, San Diego. 


Father Richard Duncanson, the bishop’s 
secretary, said the chancery office ‘‘has been 
flooded’’ with letters, phone messages and 
telegrams, ‘‘the overwhelming majority’’ of 
which support Bishop Maher. 


‘“‘WE ARE REALLY backed up, and it is 
going to take some time to tabulate all the 
messages,’’ he said. As an example of the 
kind of support being received, he pointed 
out a letter from Alabama. 


“‘People of St. Peter’s and St. Andrew’s 


parishes in Montgomery combined to sign a - 


petition citing Bishop Maher for his 
leadership.”’

The first woman associate 
vicar for religious has been 
named by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher and the executive 
committee of the Sisters’ 
Senate. 


Sister Mariella Bremner, 
of the Religious of the Sacred 
Heart at the University of 
San Diego, will serve for 
three years as associate to 
Msgr. James O’Donoghue, 
diocesan vicar for religious. 
Sister Bremner is due to 
retire from USD this year 
after 20 years service there, 
principally as alumni coordi- 
nator. 


AT A MEETING between 
the bishop and the repre- 
sentatives of the senate April 
28, Bishop Maher welcomed 
the appointment, as one 
“which will provide great 


vicar for religious

Sister Bremner was-~ in 
Boston and not -available at 
the time of the announce- 
ment, which follows almost 
exactly a year after the 
bishop told the sisters that he 
was prepared to appoint a 
woman associate vicar for 
religious. 


SINCE THAT time the 
sisters have consulted with 
the various communities with 
regard to a short list of 
candidates to submit to the 
bishop. 

Sister Mary Jo Anderson, 
senate president, said that 
she and her committee were 
very pleased at the appoint- 
ment.

Ecumenists seek local input

Priests, religious and laity 
will have the chance to study 
and comment on top-level, 
international ecumenism on 
Saturday, May 10, as the 
Roman Catholic and Episco- 
pal dioceses of San Diego 
sponsor a conference on The 
Canterbury Statement on 
Ministery and Ordination 
released last year. 


And what is more, their 
input will be recorded and 
sent, through channels of 
both denominations, to the 
Anglican-Roman Catholic In- 
ternational Commission 
(ARCIC), according to Msgr. 
John Portman, chairman of 
the diocesan Ecumenical 
Commission. 


IN SIMILAR conferences 
across the nation, he said, 
“local people are being 
asked for their input’’ so that 
ARCIC international dia- 
logue ‘‘doesn’t get lost in the 
rarified atmosphere’’ of the 
official Church. d 


The Canterbury Statement 
is the second document or 
“‘working paper’’ produced 
by ARCIC. The first was the 
Windsor Statement on Eu- 
charistic Doctrine released in 
1971. 


“The statement does not 
make specific recommenda- 
tions. It simply describes, in 
the opinion of the commis- 
sion, what Catholic and 
Anglican beliefs are about 
ministry in the life of the 
Church, the ordained minis- 
try and vocations and ordina- 
tions. 


“PARTICIPANTS in the 
local conference will be 
asked if the Canterbury 
Statement accurately reflects 


their beliefs,’’ he said. 


The Rev. Kenneth Treat, 
ecumenical officer of the San 
Diego Episcopal diocese 
said: “‘In short, the people 
will be asked what they do 
and do not like about the 
statement.’’ 


“Catholic reaction to that 
question will be recorded and 
sent to the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee on Ecumenical 
and Interreligious Affairs to 
be forwarded to the Vatican’s 
Secretariat for Promoting 
Christian Unity,’ . Msgr. 
Portman said. ‘‘From there it 
will be turned over to 
ARCIC.”’

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Lost in the mails 


This should have been given an exotic dateline 
like Cairo, Egypt, or Beirut, Lebanon, and, in fact, 
some columns were written from there and 
airmailed. But they have never arrived at the SC 
office, so the pearls of our middle East journey will 
have to be recalled at a distance. 


This | can state: if you want a more hair-raising, 
more frightening experience than a New York cab 
ride, go to Cairo or Damascus. With horn-tooting 
bravado and what appears to be utter disregard for 
any rules of the road, all vehicles in those cities 
fling themselves headlong at each other, honk 
continuously and defy all the laws of safety. Traffic 
is somewhat chaotic and unbent cars are few 
indeed. The Arab drivers act as if the power of the 
gas pedal, coupled with the fearsome noise of 
blaring horns, will show mastery over all and 
contempt for the weak. It is a permanent traffic 
game of ‘‘chicken.’’ 


At several conferences with high officials in both 
cities it was difficult to hear what was going on 
because of the deluge of traffic noise coming in 
through the windows. As for sleep in a hotel on the 
main streets after 6 a.m.—forget it. 


Ministry for the Waaqf 


In Arab countries a prominent part in political 
and financial affairs is played by the Ministry of the 
Wadf, a special government department. The Waqf 
is concerned with the administration of any gift left 


to God or Allah, and_ which, in the Moslem 


tradition, is left in perpetuity. We were told it goes 
right back to the time of the Prophet Mohammed. 
These religious endowments can be used to help 
the community, can even provide revenue for 
affected families, but can never be revoked. 


Therefore throughout Moslem areas of the world 
there are large tracts of property which have been 
willed to Allah and remain under the ‘‘ownership’’ 
of Waaf. Mosques, offices, homes may all be 
situated on Waaqf property, handed down over the 
centuries. ; 


In Israel this has led to some trouble because the 
Arabs accuse the Israel government of ignoring the 


Waaf ownership of land when it comes to resettling 


formerly Arab held properties and ‘replacing them 
with apartments or homes for Jews. 


Mosque methods 


It seems that Moslems have a problem with » 


preaching, as we have. The Deputy Prime Minister 
of Egypt, and Minister of the Waqf, Dr. Abdel 
Kamal, asked us about new techniques which he 
might be able to apply in his sermons each Friday 
in the Mosque. 


One updating method used these days throughout 
Arab lands is the recorded muezzin. No longer are 
prayers sung from the top of the minarets during 
the night and twice during the day. A recording is 
switched on and loudspeakers from the top of the 
minaret carry the sound across the countryside. 
There was a particularly noisy one at 3 a.m. in 
Jerusalem. 


Glorious titles 


A trip through the Middle East certainly 
emphasizes the mixture of cultures, creeds and 
conflicts which make up the world. The East and 


Southern 


West meet, but do not mix. Religious leaders come 
in a variety of titles and responsibilities, Christian, 
Moslem and Judaic. It is a reminder to Christians, 
too, that we are split in several ways—particularly 
when you meet another Pope, several kinds of 
Patriarchs and a variety of prelates. 


~Among those with whom we had meetings and 
question-and-answer sessions were: Pope She- 
nouda of the Coptic Orthodox Church, the 
Grand-Mufti of Lebanon, the Patriarch of the 
Copts, the Patriarch of the Maronite Christians, the 
Imam of the Shi-ite Moslems, the Patriarch (Latin 
rite) of Jerusalem, and various Papal Delegates and 
Nuncios. We were told, when addressing some. of 
the Patriarchs to use the title ‘’Your Beatitude.’’ 


Pope Shenouda, a small bearded man, is leader 
of the six million Coptic Christians who worship in 


- 1,500 churches, of which 104 are in Cairo, Egypt. 


He is in direct succession to St. Mark, who was 
martyred in Alexandria in 68 A.D., as Pope of 
Alexandria and the See of St. Mark. Coptic means 
Egyptian, and it was interesting to be told that they 


have both married and celibate priests—the latter , 


living in monasteries. Married priests handle the 
parishes. 


Small, frail figure 


Although lively and animated at his massive 
Wednesday audience, our own Pope Paul VI, 
looked frail in the few steps he took from his seat at 
the opening and close. The hundreds of thousands 
of pilgrims heading for Rome during this Holy Year 
are putting an added strain on all -facilities—not 
least on those of St. Peter’s and the personal strain 
on the Pope himself. He welcomed us back from our 
tour of the Middle East and hoped our reports 
would help to spread the truth. For my first articles, 
see pages 7-10. 


One of the most disappointed groups in Rome 
with us were the members of the party traveling 
with Pastor Quentin P. Garman, of Christ 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in Pacific Beach, San 
Diego. We met them ffirst in the hotel in 
Bethlehem. When we moved to Rome, lo and 
behold, they were again at the same hotel: They 
had requested tickets for an audience with the 
Pope, but there was apparently some slip-up, and 
no tickets. However | was able to report that the 
Pope singled them out for a special message at the 
public audience, thinking they were in the massive 
audience hall. 


The Lutherans ‘‘adopted’’ me when our flight 
schedules out of Rome were delayed by a strike of 
Alitalia employes, which affected all airlines, with 
the result that we landed in New York too late to 
make a connection to San Diego. Pastor Garman, 
with a truly shepherd-like consideration for his 17 
and me, arranged new schedules which got us 
across to Los Angeles overnight and a hotel room in 
the early hours of the morning, with meals 
included. 


At JFK airport | lost my wallet, just before the 
plane departed, and the whole party thought—and 


_ prayed—about it. | can vouch for Lutheran prayers, 


because my wife met me in San Diego with the 
news that a man, Al Melillo, had called from New 
York saying he found my wallet intact at JFK. 
Honesty still exists—like good prayer!

We were talking...about fortitude and 
forbearance in the face of fear, failure and 
frustration, and marvelling at the remark- 
able resilience of the human spirit. 


Considering the human tragedy that 
seems to plague many families, | am 
constanily amazed at the facility of some 
persons to remain both sane and 
functional under extreme stress. 


STATISTICS often quoted by psychia- 
trists indicate that there is a definite level 
of tolerance to stress beyond which some 
kind of mental breakdown is almost 
certain. Several major crises within a 
limited time could apparently send even 
the strongest person howling to the 
psychiatrist’s couch. 


Yet there are people who seem to be 
able to maintain their equilibrium in life 
circumstances which would destroy some- 
one else, and stumble doggedly through 
devastating blow after devastating blow 
managing somehow to ‘hold their lives 
together.~ 


Admittedly, they weaken and grow” 


desperately tired, but one way or another 
they are able to function adequately, to 
make the right decisions under pressure, 
and even to discern and minister to the 
needs of others. 


I PUT THE question to a dear and close 
friend whose life seems to move from 
crisis to crisis almost without respite, 
“How do you manage to cope?’’ and 
received the wry answer ‘‘What’s the 
alternative? Someone has to keep the 
family and home going.’’ 


With little or no support from an 
alcoholic husband, she literally cannot 
afford the luxury of a breakdown. Where 
another person might despair, she is 
driven onward by an indomitable spirit of 
hope and acceptance—stubbornly resist- 
ing defeat. 


Her strength, | believe lies in an 
uncompromising honesty and the ability to 
accept things as they really are. Meeting 


her problems squarely, without self-delu-. 


sion, recognizing even personal failure 
without feeling threatened, she has the 
facility of dealing practically with each 
situation, and facing each day anew. 
OVER AND OVER again we prove in 
ourselves and our lives, the value of 
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honesty—in_ self-appraisal and in the 
assessment of our situations. If there is no 
evasion of truth, there is no denial of 
reality nor subsequent fantasizing of our 
roles and responsibilities. 


Very often we confuse frankness of 
speech with honesty but frequently the 
bluntest among us are the least able to 
accept truth about themselves. True 
honesty is not only calling ‘‘a spade a 
spade,’’ but recognizing it for a spade and 
all that ‘’spadeness’’ implies. 


Truth is painful only when we resist it. 
Accepted, it can prove an invaluable 
friend. It is the basis from which change 
may come and good grow. And truth 
bestows its own strength. 


WE CAN TEAR ourselves apart longing 
for things to be other than they are, but 
acceptance of the facts of our situation 
liberates us to look beyond the immediate 
to a more hopeful future and a wider, 
deeper perspective of life. 


Even more importantly, it frees us in 
the present, diminishing inner conflict and 
strain, so that-we see more clearly. When 
mental and emotional collapse is a luxury 
you cannot afford, it is amazing what 
strengths and resilience begin to emerge, 
what formidable qualities of fortitude and 
perseverance make their appearance! 


And the benefits may extent beyond 
ourselves to others. The awareness of that 
gallant battling soul in her continuing 
struggle can move others to new heights 
of compassion and respect. In turn they 
may learn from her inner strength. 


How gentle God’s touch must fall upon 
her, drawing her to discover latent and 
unknown resources! Hers is courage of the 
heroic order—a courage that surely must 
be the first step on the path to sanctity. 


When one learns to live habitually by 
the truth, it must strengthen and refine 
the ability to recognize it, wherever one 
meets with it. Such a person must ‘surely 
come to recognize God in the workings of 


her life and his presence in her trials and 


afflictions. : 

-SOONER OR later, people with this 
kind of courage must find God in a very 
personal and enduring sense. Like love, 
honesty has a way of leading back to its 
source.

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Peace in Mid-East looks like ‘Mission Impossible’

“Not until you are thoroughly confused will you know 
anything about the Middle East. You will have all its slogans, 
cliches, over-simplifications and solutions put before you. 
‘And you will be confused. Don’t write anything for weeks 
afterwards.’’ g 


It was an elder statesman, whose beautiful mountaintop 
home overlooks the Mediterranean at Beirut, Lebanon, who 
told us that. And, fifty interviews later, confusion certainly 
set in. 


FROM PATRIARCHS to popes, from prime ministers to- 


presidents, and from Arab nationalists to Israeli zealots, we 
were exposed to people and places which made the Middle 
East come to life, but whose versions of events—and their 
solution—almost defy comprehensive, coherent reporting. 


Our group consisted of 14 editors or associate editors of 
Catholic newspapers and magazines in-the United States, 
plus one secular magazine publisher. And we were taken on a 
“traveling seminar” throughout the Arab and Israeli lands, 
to try to find facts and evaluate them. 


The title could well be ‘‘Mission Impossible’ for the 
tremendous task of trying to handle the mass of conflicting, 
vehement, contrary evidence. Feelings there are in 
abundance, figures there are by the thousand, fables there 
are in plenty, all part of the ‘‘mysterious’’ East. But facts are 
slightly more difficult to acquire. : 


THE PROSPECTS for peace in the Middle East are dim 


_ indeed. The prospects for further conflict are ripening on the 


vine. 


From the Prime Minister of Egypt to the Prime Minister of 
Israel, and from the King of Jordan to the Pope of the Copts, 


we were accorded red carpet, top level, open interviews which _ 


piled atop each other as the 17 days progressed. 
Is the Middle East about to erupt into a cataclysmic war? 
Is there any chance that the Jews in Israel can come to 
terms with the Arab neighbors and eventually live in peace? 


Are the Christians in Israel a diminishing group, like so 
many non-Jewish communities in the area? 


Can we resolve the nationalisms: Israeli, Palestinian, Arab, 
Russian and European, which cause a plague of emotion and 
interaction in the great ‘‘land bridge’’ between east and 
west? 


Is the United States heedless of the Arab cause and 
oversupplied with pro-Jewish, Zionist propaganda? 


Will the Jews in Israel ever let anyone other than Jews 
settle in “‘their’’ land? 


These and a hundred similar questions were raised again

and again, to be answered in different ways and with entirely 
contrasting answers. 


The editors were taken to Egypt, Lebanon, Syria, Jordan 
and Israel by the Catholic Near East Missions and Pontifical 
Mission to Palestine, whose great work throughout the 
Middle East is a byword among Arabs and Jews alike. The 
expenses were covered by a foundation grant accorded to 
executive director of Near East Missions Msgr. John G. 
Nolan, and some private gifts he obtained—money which 
would not have gone to the missions in any case. 


“IT IS ESSENTIAL that Catholics should be better 
informed on the Middle East,’’ he said. ‘‘You are coming 
under our auspices, but you are perfectly free to ask any 
questions you like, see whom you like and go where you like.’’ 
That was at our gathering before departure at JFK airport, 
New York, on April 1. E 


We saw, we heard, we listened, we asked, and we were 
confused. Thus we rose to the heights demanded by Charles 
Malik, the Lebanese elder statesman whose insights into the 
Middle East and its peoples are probably without peer. 


There are probably four major areas of interest and tension 
involved in what is still the danger center of the world. 


FROM AN AMERICAN Catholic point of view these areas 
are: Arab-Jew relationships and antagonisms; the future of 
the Holy Places; the poverty of people and political stability; 
the Catholic or Christian witness in an area where Islam and 
Judaism prevail and where Christianity comes in various 
rites, with its own tensions. + 


The mood 


The mood of a nation may or may not be reflected in the 
utterances of its leaders. We found the mood ranged from the 
earnest pessimism of King Hussein of Jordan to the 
grandfatherly ‘‘it’ll all come right in the end’’ sweet 
reasonableness of Israeli President Ephraim Katzir. 


“Tam very worried at all the signs,”’ said Jordan’s King 
Hussein during a 45-minute palace interview. ‘‘The situation 
is far worse than ever before.’’ His eyes crinkled, deep set, as 
though with tears, as his tanned face showed the strain of 
continual visits to his troops, which fill many of his days..We 
apologized for.our informal dress. He apologized for his, army 
battledress, as he had come straight from an extensive review 
of troops in the hot sun. 

‘JERUSALEM IS an example of peaceful coexistence that 
can be shown among Jews, Christians ahd Moslems,’’ smiled 
benign, paternal President Katzir, in his presidential palace 
in new Jerusalem ‘‘The peace, shalom, we all desire is in the

biblical tradition of the enormous respect for human life.’’ 


Perhaps President Katzir has not seen the hate expressed 
by Arabs who live in Jerusalem. Perhaps King Hussein sees 
too much of his military machine and sees too clearly the 
instant threat to his beautiful country of any further 
hostilities, to be sanguine. 


Perhaps President Katzir wears presidential blinkers which 
prevent his personal experience of the great pressures 
constantly bearing on Christian Arabs to get out of: old 
Jerusalem, the Holy City, to make way for Jews. Perhaps he 
is unaware of Pope Paul’s concern that the Holy Places might 
simply become ‘‘museums’’ instead of centers of worship, 
should the pressures on Christians continue. 


No peace 


The problems of the Palestinian refugees ride paramount 
over the whole scene, refugees which most Americans have 
probably forgotten in the long, long trail of refugees over the 
past 30 years. The Palestinians were those who moved, either 
by force or by choice, when war overran their homes in the 
original Palestine-Israel division proclaimed by United 
Nations in 1948, following the British mandate. 


SUBSEQUENT CONFLICTS, such as the 1967 “Six-Day 
War’’ and the 1973 outbreak have produced more refugees. 
Of about three million original Palestinians so moved, there 
are 1.5 million registeréd with the United Nations relief 
camps (UNWRA), of whom less than half actually live in the 
camps, scattered throughout the Middle East territories. But 
a whole generation of children has grown up in the camps, 
feeding on the hatred of their parents for Jews and on the 
determination to return to their original land, now part of 
Israel. :

not to allow them back, partly because they don’t want them, 
and partly because they claim they absorbed an equal number 
of Jewish refugees from Arab states over the same period. 
And, in any case, the present Israeli state makes no provision 
for such return, dedicated, as it is, to being a purely Jewish 
nation. 


The ‘‘law of return’ allows proven Jews from any part of 
the world the right to settle in Israel as first-class citizens at 
any time and under any circumstances. Palestinians who may 
have lived there before Israel was established and before the 
ensuing fighting, have no such right. Even a Jew who 
becomes a Christian loses the right, yet a Jew who declares 
himself atheist is accepted. 


‘SWE HAVE BEEN shown by the world over 2,000 years, in 
every country of the world, that we are not wanted, that we 
are second-class citizens,’’ Jews in Israel will tell you. “‘Here 
at last we can be Jews and first-class citizens, not 
discriminated against because of our culture, race and 
religion.”’ : 

And they will be the first to admit that they are practicing 
exactly the same kind of discrimination against non-Jews as 
has been practiced against Jews elsewhere. But they make no

apologies. ‘‘This is a nation that discriminates, but it is the 
only Jewish state in the world, where Jews can feel at peace.”’ 


Israeli Prime Minister Yitshak Rabin said: ‘‘The British 
used the yardstick of religion when they split up India and 
Palestine. The Arabs, who have handed over their 
representation to the Palestinian Liberation Organization 
(PLO), believe in the ‘‘Palestinian covenant’’ that Judaism is 
a religion only. They believe that Jews should not be allowed 
a state of their own. The Arabs want a secular state, which 
means dismantling Israel.’’ 


AN ARAB VIEW was that of Nabil Shaath, professor at 
American University of Beirut, Lebanon: ‘‘If we accept Israel 
as it is, we would be recognizing apartheid, like South Africa. 
The real issue for Catholics is the human values involved in 
the cause of the Palestinian people.’’ f 

Shaath and pro-Arab Jesuit Father Joseph Ryan, also of 
AUB, will quote you figures of Palestinian towns razed be- 
tween 1948 and 1949, and of the takeover by Jews of Arab 
lands. Father Ryan seemed prepared to be an Arab propagan- 
dist over the destruction of the town of Quneitra, claiming 
that the Israeli forces deny they destroyed it. 


But in Israel there is no such denial, the ‘‘facts’’ so far as 
the Israelis are concerned being that the town was a military

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garrison which suffered wartime damage, but which was 
bulldozed into rubble before they were forced to hand it back 
to Syria under the armistice agreement. 


THE PALESTINIANS living in refugee camps throughout 
the Middle East either cannot be absorbed into the local 
economy in a foreign nation, or will not. Only Jordan offers 
them the humane chance of citizenship, and several o 
Jordan’s leaders claim Palestinian birth. 

But Arab nations generally refuse to accept responsibility 
for resettling the refugees, many of whom live on a minimum 
maintenance level provided by UNWRA, and receive their 
education in school buildings and other facilities provided 
through the Pontifical Mission. 


Health clinics in some are those works of charity given by 
religious of various communities funded by Near East and 
Pontifical Missions. Among these you will find English 
Franciscan sisters and some of Mother Theresa’s Indian 
community. 


A MOBILE UNIT, dedicated to Kathleen Barger, for 


instance, and used by the Franciscans, commemorates a gift 
from the Thomas Barger family of the San Diego diocese, a 
Knight of the Holy Sepulchre. 


The refugees, now numbering about 1.5 million, still claim 
they wish to return to their homelands in Israeli-occupied 
territory. But how many would eventually return, given the 
opportunity, nobody can estimate. 


Any attempt to explain that American so-called 
‘indifference’ to the refugee problem meets with hard 
stares. It is difficult to explain to them that the nightly 
television surfeit of refugee scenes from around the world 
tends to blur the outlines of the Palestinian refugee problem, 
where 30 years ago seems as yesterday to them. 


THE PLO SAW us in the person of Shafic Al Hout, 
Arrafat’s right hand man in Lebanon. Basking in its newly 
acquired official UN status, the PLO is trying to assume the 
air of statesmanlike negotiation, as a change from the atrocity 
image of the past. 


But Al Hout made no apologies. In a well-guarded room in 
downtown Beirut, the quick-talking, vehement PLO publicist 
explained the philosophy: ‘‘We tried all possible peaceful 
means to change the situation and failed. So it’s a human 
right to carry a rifle and make your way by force.’’ An obvious 
exponent of ‘“‘liberation theology.” 


He claimed that the PLO had publicly condemned the 
wilder acts of terrorism committed in their name—the murder 
of Jewish athletes at Munich, various aircraft bombings, 
etc.,—‘‘But the Zionists did not allow it to get published,’’ he 
claimed. 


I POINTED OUT to him, as I had to the Egyptian Prime 
Minister, that none of us worked for a newspaper owned by a 
Jewish publisher. ; 


Egyptian Minister of Information Ahmed Kamal Aboul 
Magd said ‘“Zionist propaganda’ has been subtle and clever; 
and that Americans are bombarded with it. ‘‘Because* you 


have so many Jewish organizations in America you.get it from - 


all sides,’ he said. ‘‘Even the claims of the close 
Judeo-Christian heritage brands Moslems-4s being alien to 
the great religions.’’ 


Peace and justice 


Out of the 50 or more petsons we interviewed, by far the 
majority claimed to be representing “‘peace loving’’ people, 
anxious only for ‘‘peace with justice’ or variations on that 
theme. When asked how this would be achieved, seeing the 
constant staté-of ydistrust and tension existing, it always

appeared to be the fault of the ‘‘other side.’’ 


WOULD ISRAEL ever be allowed to exist as a state, if the 
Arabsvhad their way? The answer to this came in a variety of 
forms, ranging from a circumlocuted ‘‘No’’ by the senior 
Syrian minister, to an almost unqualified ‘‘Yes’’ from King 
Hussein of Jordan, and more moderate Arab leaders. 
Borders, and their determination and security, would be a 
factor, of course. 


An Israeli state is now accepted by all but a handful of 


Arabs as something which exists and is therefore a fact. The © 


question remains, asked by the Israelis, ‘‘For how long would 
they allow us to exist unless we have secure boundaries?”’ 
The Arabs ask the same question, only the other way around,

future—will it be a devastating, fight-to-a-finish, or a quick 
grab of territory and some new form of armistice? E 


THERE ARE THOSE who say that Israelis have a ‘‘Masada 
complex’’ to fight to the bitter end, as those defenders of the 
mountaintop fortress of Masada did beside the Dead Sea in 73 
A.D. against the Roman armed might. Three years of assault 
by the Romans ended when their final onslaught led to the 
summit and every Jew dead, in a massive epic of 
self-destruction. 


But since suicide is against Towish principles, the Same 
complex is denied by Jews, except insofar as they say ‘ 
surrender.”” Even atomic weapons are mentioned by both 
sides as ultimate possibilities. 


Can the Jews and Palestinians ‘‘co-exist in one democratic 
state’’ as expressed by PLO leader Al Hout? 


DOES THE WESTERN world’s sympathy for Israel stem _ 


from a conscience over past discrimination of Jews and the 
holocaust of Hitler’s gas chambers? Is it a case of ‘‘mutual

absolution’’ by Israel and the West, as some Arabs claim? 


Will the coming Geneva talks produce results, even if the -

‘‘In the former Palestine there is room for two states,’’ said 
Israel’s Prime Minister Rabin, in an interview which lasted 
for nearly one-and-a-half hours. ‘‘There can be a Jewish state 
and a Jordanian-Palestinian state existing side by side. 
Jordan is the only country which has tried to assimmilate the 
refugees, and about half their cabinet is Palestinians.” 


RABIN WANTS direct talks with the other side. He recalled 
that during the last Kissinger step-by-step negotiations he 
asked for just one day when Egypt and Israel would have 
direct meetings through representatives. ‘‘They refused,’’ he 
said. 


Although almost everyone says that want ‘‘peace with’ 
justice,’’ few indicate a willingness to make a gesture towards 
that peace. I asked Rabin about the tremendous distrust on 
both sides, in spite of both claiming to desire peace. 


“The vaguest word in the English language i is ‘pea¢e’,’’ he 
replied. ‘“‘Whenever anyone mentions the word he should be 
asked to be more specific.’” And for Arabs this would mean 
being asked, ‘‘Do you accept Israel as a viable state or not? 


‘“*THE ESSENCE of peace is reconciliation,’’ said Rabin, in 
his strong, quiet voice. ‘‘I cannot recall any conflict where one 
side continually refused to negotiate with the other. Yet this is 
the situation we have today.” 4 


The interviews and talks brought more questions than 
answers, questions which frame themselves in the distrust 
and plausibility of both sides. 


There is no-case which sounds more. convincing than the 
-Arab case when talking to an Arab. 

And there is no case which sounds more convincing than 
the Israeli case when talking to a Jew. 


ACH APPEARS to believe his own propaganda, and flies 


into almost interminable political rhetoric.

A lost war would mean the end of Israel. And they don’t 
intend to let that happen. ‘“We have never considered 
national suicide an international obligation,’’ observed Rabin. 


PEACE COULD come if the United States and the Soviet 


- Union would lay down terms for a settlement. There is great 


respect for what the major powers could bring about in this 
regard. . 

Russia can dictate to the Arabs, and the United States to 
the Jews. Unless this takes place, a man would truly need the 
faith to move mountains”’ to think there can be true peace in

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Threat to Jerusalem's shrines of ‘museum’ status feared —

Jesus came to the city of Jerusalem on his triumphant entry 
that first Palm Sunday, and entered through the Golden Gate, 
one of eight gates to the walled city. 


Today the Golden Gate is sealed, and below is an ancient 
Moslem cemetery. Nearby, in the Kidron Valley, are 
Christian and Jewish cemeteries. These are favorite burial 
places because tradition has it that the Kidron Valley will be 
the scene of the final day of Judgment. 


JERUSALEM WHERE, some claim, Adam’s tomb is 
directly beneath the spot where Christ was crucified, is the 
birthplace of Christianity and a hallowed center for both 
Islamic and Jewish traditions. Whether it will also be the start 
of the end of the world, by man’s cataclysmic use of nuclear 
destructive forces, is not idle conjecture. 


But the center of much that is precious to religious 
tradition, the city of the holy places, is a city where truly 
active religious influence noticeably wanes. 


In Jerusalem Christ lived, came as a hero, performed 
miracles, was tried, crucified and was buried. In Jerusalem 
he rose again and, from its outskirts across the Kidron Valley, 
he ascended into heaven. 


THE TRADITIONAL sites of all these events, and more, 
are places of pilgrimage for Christians from throughout the

. In Jerusalem, too, are holy places for Moslems, second in 
rank only to Mecca and Medina. Most prominent landmark is 
the golden, giant 7th century Dome of the Rock, built to 
commemorate the prophet Mohammed’s spiritual or physical 
visit to the city before his ascent into heaven. The rock 
beneath the exquisitely decorated dome is traditionally the 
site where Abraham prepared to sacrifice his son Isaac, 
David’s altar, and Solomon’s holy of holies. 


For the Jew, Jerusalem has what is left of the original great 
temple of Solomon, destroyed in 70 A.D., and now a place of 
pilgrimage for Jews, whose rabbis and faithful constantly 
chant and pray the Torah, facing the huge remaining 
Herodian stone wall. : 


WHILE THE JEWS are very conscious of the religious 
importance and significance of their own Western or Wailing 
Wall, and strictly forbid visitors to photograph the area on the 
Sabbath, is their concern so great for the holy places of 
Christendom and Islam, except as attractions for tourists? 


The question is often asked: should Jerusalem be an 
international city, or an open city, so that pilgrims could pass 
unhindered? 


The answer is not so simple, and the two descriptions are 
by no means synonymous. 


POPE PAUL’S exhortation on the subject of March, 1974, 
talks of the “‘capital of monotheism’’ and the ‘‘spiritual 
heritage of the Christians of the whole world’’ which, without 
a local lively Christian community ‘‘would become like 

'museums.’’ The Pope would like to see an “‘open city.’’ 


Israel absorbed the old walled city and its holy places when 
they occupied the West Bank from Jordan in 1967. Israel’s 
smart, modern apartment blocks fill the western side. and 
encroach daily on the old eastern city. ‘‘Urban renewal’’ in 
the old city has brought more apartments—particularly near 

' the Wailing Wall—for Jews, replacing Arabs who previously 
lived there.

Christian Arabs living in the Holy City and the lack of a future 
for those who remain. 


THE POPULAR Israeli reply to demands for safeguards for 
the holy place is: “‘We will run the whole city, east and west, 
but never separated. And you can make every holy place an 
international area, like an embassy building in capital cities 
throughout the world.”’ . 


Prime Minister Yitshak Rabin said: ‘‘I don’t believe in the 
name of peace that it would be justified to divide Jerusalem 
again with barbed wire and minefields’’—referring to the old 
Mandelbaum gate procedure before 1967. - 


In many ways there is nothing the Israelis would like more 
than to have Jerusalem recognized as a capital city. They are 
desperate for this recognition, and their constant complaint to 
many countries, including the United States, is that they keep 
their official embassies in Tel Aviv, and not Jerusalem. 

___ “WE DON’T MIND a Vatican flag over the Church of the 

Holy Sepulchre,” say Israelis, who want a ‘‘unified city.”’ 
Control of the holy places would be. worked out between 
various religions, they claim. - 


The answer in not so simple. What guarantees would 


travelers have of unmolested traverse of roads to the city? - 
And who would represent the Christian voice, or the minority 


Catholic view? 


Has the Church any voice? In the opinion of international 
correspondents, the Church has no ‘‘clout’’ whatever in 
Israel. There is an Apostolic Delegate in Jerusalem, Canadian 
Archbishop William A. Carew, not a full diplomat, but the 
Vatican’s representative. The Israeli government didn’t 
bother to call him when they arrested Archbishop Hilarion 
Capucci, the Melchite rite patriarch, on a gun-running 
charge, for which he is now in jail. 


THERE IS A Latin patriarch of Jerusalem, Italian Bishop 
James J. Beltritti, grand prior of the equestrian order of the 
Holy Sepulchre, who received us in his ornate palatial 
audience chamber just inside the old city. He said there are 
100,000 Christians in Israel, of whom 95,000 are Catholics, of 
which 50,000 belong to the Latin rite and 45,000 to oriental 
tites. 


“Life is becoming more and more difficult for them,”’ said 
the patriarch, ‘‘and their numbers are diminishing month by 
month,”*_ 


He paid tribute to the work of the Knights of the Holy 
Sepulchre, the Catholic Near East and other philanthropic 
groups which help.to support his schools, churches and 
institutions.’ The KH& provided $210,000 for schools alone 
this year, he said. 


OLD JERUSALEM used ‘y be under the control of Jordan, 
and the Jews claim they were not allowed to get to the 
Wailing Wall during this peritd. Yet the chief justice of 
Jordan, Abdallah Shehadeh Ghosheh, told us: ‘History 
proves that the Arabs have given the best protection to 
Jerusalem in the past. We Arabs believe that nobody but the 
Arabs has the right to protect the holy ‘places.”’ 


He claimed that ‘‘criminal zionism’’ has expansionist plans 
and “‘we reject internationalization of Jétusalem because it 
would jeopardize the wellbeing of evéy Christian and 
Moslem living there. Internationalization,\once the aim of 
Rome, is now regarded as dangerously impractical. Whoy-for 
instance, would comprise the— international governing 
body—Russian communists, or African militants? 


The future of Jerusalem, like the future ofithe whole 
Middle East, cannot be separated from the Atab-Israeli 
conflict. Jerusalem has seen the ebb and flow of. war and 
peace for 3,000 years or more. No doubt the current problems 
will be a minor step in the footsteps of the time she has Seen. 


HOWEVER, MODERN wat is no respecter of persons or 
places, and the very physical threat to the holy places, in the 
event of hostilities, is real. 


War, pillage, burnings, lootings are nothing new to the 
home of the “‘history of salvation.’ But that does not make it 
easy to contemplate even more bloodshed and destruction at 
the sites where Christ tried so hard to teach the message of 
love, not haté, of peace, not war. — 


Mankind still isn’t listening, it seems.

will back proposed 
farm labor bill

SACRAMENTO—The Catholic bishops of California will 
support Assembly Bill 1533 and Senate Bill 813 farm labor 
legislation co-authored by Sen. John Dunlap (Dem., Napa) 
and Assemblyman Howard Berman (Dem., Beverly Hills) it 
was learned here. 


Backed by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., it would require 
secret ballot elections. The measure is similar to the national 
labor relations act modified to reflect problems unique to 
agriculture. 

REPRESENTATIVES of the bishops met last week with 
Gov. Brown and concerned legislators. A spokesman for the 
bishops will also give testimony in support of the new 


_ legislation at assembly hearings here May 5, and senate 


hearings May 7. Several amendments will be suggested 
concerning existing farm labor contracts and craft union 
designation. 


The reasons the bishops have thrown their support to the 
Dunlap-Berman bills are because: 


1. The bishops have been trying to get farm labor 
legislation for the past 10 years. Previous efforts in the 
legislature have been defeated through pressures of partisans 
on both sides. 


2. Focus of the new legislation is on protecting the rights of 
individual farmworkers. It does not aim at preserving any 
group presently involved in organizing in the fields. It leaves 
it up to individuals to decide which union they want to 
represent them or whether they want representation at all. 


3. The bishops feel that the Dunlap-Berman bills have 
third party objectivity and are not sponsored by any of the 
sides in the farm labor dispute. They feel that the new 
legislation is the best compromise of the various viewpoints.
